Courses give students cultural knowledge

Knowledge of other cultures may soon be as isiportant for 
education majors as reading, writing and arithmetic. 
According to Teacher Education Professor Ivalyn Vanev- 


ery, UNO’s College of Education offers teacher education 


courses giving students the knowledge to provide multicultu- 
ral instruction to future pupils. : 

“We have always used ourselves as the norm, and any 
culture that varied from us varied from the norm,” Vanevery 


said. “Somehow weused thati interpretation asless than rather 


than equal to. 

Tn each methods course the students learn there are areas 
that lend themselves to the global concept, Vanevery said. 

“Global education is an approach that helps students de- 
velop knowledge of other peoples and a greater respect for 
cultural differences,” Vanevery said. “It’s probably the greater 
respect that is most important, ” 

The College of Education is also developing courses spe- 
cifically for global education. 

“We use the existing curriculum materials as a focus for 
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infusing a atobal petspactive at any grade leveli in any subject: 


area,” Vanevery said. 
‘UNO is one of the few universities focusing on global 
education in this way. 
“Therearesome universities that have done quite abitin the 


. field of global education, and there are others who have done 


nothing,” she said. 

Vanevery said school districts are required to ‘identify 
multicultural aspects within their curricula. ° on 

_ “The teacher must identify particular lessons that bring out 


the multicultural theory. The information has always been in - 


the textbooks. We just have not highlighted it, and perhaps 
that’s what we need to do,” she said. 


The need for a multicultural education includes the in- 
creased interdependence of people brought about by improve- 
_ ments in communication, Vanevery said. 


“It’s just not something we can ignore. Tt really has an 
impact on our future,” she said. 
She said the United States is economically interdependent 


with other nations and cultures in areas such as transportation, 
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communication and tourism. “A 
_ Nebraska’s economy is also involved in the global: varket, 
“Nebraska is one of thie top ten agricultural exporting: states,” 


- Vanevery said.
